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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Claims 1 -4, 6, 8-1 5, 1 7, 1 9-26, 28, 30-38, 40, 42-45 are allowed. 

2. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

3. Claims 5, 7, 16, 18, 27, 29, 39 and 41 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second 
paragraph, as being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the 
subject matter which applicant regards as the invention. 

There are no clear antecedent bases in the claims for "the current rotational 
position of the output shaft" of claim 5, lines 2-3, claim 16, lines 2-3, claim 27, lines 2-3, 
claim 39, lines 2-3; "the current axial position" of claim 7, line 3, claim 18, line 3, claim 
29, line 3, claim 41, line 3, 

4. Claims 5, 7, 16, 1 8, 27, 29, 39 and 41 would have be allowed if canceled to 
overcome the rejection under 35USC 112, 2nd paragraph. 

5. Claim 6, line 2 recites the phrase "at least one of a brake pad and a brake pad 
carrier". Claim 7 which depends on claim 6, lines 3-4 recites the phrase "at least of a 
brake pad and a brake pad carrier". It appears that -one- should be inserted between 
"at least" and "of a brake pad" in claim 7, line 3. See similarly, claim 7, line 5, claim 18, 
line 3, claim 18, last line, claim 29, line 3, claim 29, last line. 

6. This application currently names joint inventors. In considering patentability of 
the claims under 35 U.S.C. 103(a), the examiner presumes that the subject matter of 
the various claims was commonly owned at the time any inventions covered therein 
were made absent any evidence to the contrary. Applicant is advised of the obligation 
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under 37 CFR 1 .56 to point out the inventor and invention dates of each claim that was 
not commonly owned at the time a later invention was made in order for the examiner to 
consider the applicability of 35 U.S.C. 103(c) and potential 35 U.S.C. 102(e), (f) or (g) 
prior art under 35 U.S.C. 103(a).
